■week of campaigning, only seven 
hundVcd dollars has been' donated 
by students so far. 

This sum represents, the contri- 
butions of about a fifth of the 
student body. Last year at this 
time, over $1,000 had been don- 
ated. Heri Lafleur, chairman of 
the committee, attributes the poor 
results to apathy on behalf of tho 
students, and a lack of drive on 
behalf of the 650 odd canvassers. 
Tho dcalino for donations has, 
therefore, been extended to 4 pm 
on Thurs. Dec. 1. 

Students are reminded that the 
Combined Charities objective is 
$5600 — about a dollar per stu-

dent Tho money' collected is to be 
divided between tho World Uni- 
versity Service, and local charit- 
able organizations, of the diffe- 
rent religious denominations. 

WUS Is designed to aid unpri- 
viledged students in Europe and 
Asia to receive university educa- 
tion. It has been estimated that 
tho Canadian dollar is worth four 
dollars in these countries, and 
is sufficient to provide one stu- 
dent with room and board for two 
days. 

Mr. Lefleur said that any such 
combined appeal whoso aim is to 
provide the basic and fundament- 
al privileges and means, which we 
ourselves take for granted, should 
be undertaken by the students with 
more' responsibility. Students are

The visit of the Governor General to 'debutize' this year's crop 
reminds us that we will soon be celebrating the fifth anniversary of 
the Massey Report. Perhaps. we should have said 'mourning'. Can it 
be that the Report, greeted as the herqld of a new era in our national 

life, in fact fell still-born from the King's printing press? 

f: Many of the Report's observations still make pertinent reading. 

". . . in this important national activity (the distribution of 
information about Canada in foreign countries) Canada has fallen 
/behind other democratic countries, including some with smaller popu 
lotions and much more limited resources." 

". . . the American Museum of Natural History employs more 
full-time scientists in' its Insect and Spider Division alone than are 
employed in our Natiopal Museum as a whole." 

". . . probably no city in the world of. comparable size is so in 
adequately equipped for the .public performance of music as Mont 
real." 

'The most comprehensible of the Report's recommendations was 
the establishment, of a 'Canada Council' with a threefold function. 
Firstly it was to stimulate and co-ordinate activity in the humanities 
and social sciences as the National Research Council does in the 
natural sciences and.. technical crafts. It would directly promote anc 
encourage cultural activity (as does the successful Arts Council of 
Great Britain), and it would administer a system of university scho 
larship and loans. Secondly it would concern itself with .the now 
neglected task of providing information on Canada to foreign coun 
tries. Thirdly it would function as a national commission for 
. UNESCO, implementing the terms of a treaty which Canada signed 
a decade ago. 

The Royal Commission optimistically believed that it would be 
"entirely feasible for the Federal Government to fulfill its duties to 
ward our students without infringing' the provisions of the Constitu 
tion." The Federal Government is determined not to offend the sen 
sitive Province(s), at least until agreement has been reached on taxa 
tion. Until this milennium, the Report is apparently doomed, like Ham 
let's ghost, to a state of suspended existence. Surely it is too valuable 
a ghost to be entirely exercized by the mere, invoka tion of the magic 
(formula 'provincial autonomy'. <

THE 'KEY' REPLIES 

It was interesting to read your leading article criticizing the 
'present system of election to the Scarlet Key Society. Whether a person 
should be elected or appointed has keen a problem which the executive 
of the 'Key* has been working on for the past three years. 

To give you a certain .amount of ibackgrqund: Two years ago any- 
one on the campus could seek election to the 'Key' on a 'faculty wide' 
vote provided that he could get the required number of people to 
nominate htm. On the result of much hard work by au internal in- 
vestigating committee into the system of election* the new idea of 
having a 'screening committee' was incorporated before the election 
last year. A maximum number of nominees are now permitted to run 
and the 'screening committee' has the power to reject anyone it docs 
not consider to have had sufficient experience to justify his election 

to the Society. , L -, » 

This 'screening (or rather, selection) committee' puts in a great 
number of hours just eorting out the nominations received and cutting 
them down to a reasonable size. It »would be completely impracticable 
if this, or any other committee, were settled with the responsibility of 
.making the final decision as to who should or should not be made 

""ifo^nïtter how the committee were constructed (at the present 
time it consists of the Student Counsellor, the President and Vice- 
President of the Scarlet Key, and one independent representative from 
each of the S.E.C. and SjA.C., it would be quite impossible to have an 
adequate cross-section of the campus represented. Thus the committee 
would have to make decisions about people they have met for a mere 
ten minutes - a task that is almost impossible. The result might be 
to turn the Key into a fraternity rather than a campus wide organiza- 
tion which is supposed to act primarily as the official student host of 
tho University and it is in this respect that it is acting as an honourary 

society. , *

Keep Up The Fight 

Sir: 

May I compliment you on your 
articles concerning the miserable 
iqualor of Quebec prisons. They 
may shock the average student 
reader, but I can personally at- 
test to their validity at every 
point. 

Some months ago, a"*companion 
and I were arrested on an extre- 
mely minor charge, .and taken, 
pending release, to the Montreal 
Provincial Jail I would like to 
tell the happenings, or some of 
them, of tho two days I spent 
thero. 

Wo arrived at two pm on a 
Sunday afternoon. We were imme- 
diately deprived of shoes, belts,! 
ties, jackets, and all personal be-/ 
longings. Filthy, misshapen and 
torn slippers were shoved nt us, 
and we were ordered into sepa- 
rate cells — cells that were 7 by* 
8 by 5. The furniture consisted 
of a small table bolted to the wall, 
and a urine soaked mattress. 
Filth reigned supreme. 

Underground, I could see no- 
thing through the close-set bnrs 
of the steel sliding door. Whisper- 
ing to those on my immediate left 
or right was permitted, but con- 
versational noises from my com- 
panion in another cell drew phy- 
sical reprimand and threats of 
solitary confinement. 

Use of the telephone, contrary 
to law,* was prohibited. No con- 
tact whatsoever with people "on 
the outside" was allowed. The 
pleasure of a cigarette, though 
promised, never materialized. 

"Dinner at Eight" consisted o'f 
two slices of stale bread. Inciden- 
tally, all meals that followed were 
of the same consistency, with mud- 
like coffee as the thirst consoler. 

A bright light shone at air times, 
preventing any sleep — though 
this was almost impossible any- 
way, for despite the, fact that it 
was near freezing, no blankets 
were supplied. 

Tho rest of the story follows in 
a similar pattern — fingerprinting 
photography, and the ensuing trip 
— handcuffed — to another jail. 

But I prefer to say this: the 
Daily, with persistence, can help 
to change this awful situation by 
allowing many people to see these 
things as they actually are. For 
the sake of those poor individuals 
who must exist under such condi- 
tions, keep up the fight. .
